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Holley Promises Vote On 
One Courthouse 


State Representatvie Jimmy 
Holley met Tuesday night with 
elected officials from through- 
out Coffee County. The pur- 
pose of the meeting was for 
Holley to announce and dis- 
Seuss his plans to get the court- 
house issue before the people 
of Coffee County. 

Holley’s pian is to get a 
constitutional amendment onthe 
ballot and allow the people of 
Alabama to vote on changing 
the county seat from Elba to 
New Brockton. This would 
also mean closing the annex 
in Enterprise if approved by 
the voters. Holley said this 
is the only alternate available 
unless someone or some group 
manages to get a petition signed 
by one more than fifty percent 
of the registered voters in 
the county. 

Present at the meeting, held 
at the farm center in New 
Brockton, were elected offi- 
cials from Elba, Kinston and 
New Brockton, as well as 
members of the county com- 
mission and other county offi- 
cials, the news media and sev- 
eral officials-elect, including 
all but one of the incoming city 
fathers of Elba. Conspicious- 
by their absence were the May- 
or and council of Enterprise. 
Reports were that they “had 
other commitments”. 

Representative Holley start- 
ed the meeting by noting that 


at one time there was a need” 


for two courthouses in Coffee 
County, but with moderntrans- 
portation he felt this need has 
passed. He added that in his 
opinion the growing split be- 
jtween the two divisions of 
Coffee County could be healed 
by compromising on one court- 
house. 
the one place the people of 
Coffee County would com-~ 
promise on would be New 
Brockton. 

Holley called on Probate 
Judge James Sawyer to 
comment on the Grand Jury 
reports and Sawyer said that 
for three years, the Grand 
Jury of both Elba and Enter- 
prise had been calling for one 
courthouse, but that the County 
Commission hands were tied 
by Alabama law. 

Sawyer’ noted that: the 
county commission had been 
prompted by a large number of 
People to “do something”. He 
Said the only thing the com- 
missioners could do would be to 
build two new courthouses or 
attempt to repair the existing 
buildings again. 

Elba city councilman John W. 
Sharpless asked, “When could 
this election be held”? Holley 
said the constitutional amend- 
ment would have to be intro- 
duced into the House in Feb- 
ruary and the law sets the wait- 
ing time after the legislative 
session ends before an election 
can be held. 

Tax Collector Max Reeves 
went on record as favoring one 
courthouse and locating it in 
New Brockton. He said he was 
elected to work in two court- 

dyouses and could continue, but

felt it ‘would save the tax- 
payers money to build one. 

Sheriff Neil Grantham said he 
favored one courthouse and one 
jail. Grantham said if you ever 
needed to see him, just get on 
the highway between Elba and 
Enterprise and he would be by 


shortly! 

Commissioner-elect Gilmer 
Grant, who lives in rural North 
Coffee County said that in his 
opinion, most of the rural vot- 
ers favored one courthouse 
peattally located in New Brock- 
on. 


Commissioner Flourney 
Waltman said, “I see nothing 


wrong, but feel anything this 
big should be approved by the 
people.” 

The only proposal was pre- 
sented by Roy Shoffner of the 
Enterprise Daily Ledger, who 
wanted the four municipalities 
placed on the ballot and the 
people given a chance to vote 
on one or the other. Holley 
said this would necessitate at- 
least two elections and legal 
advice was that it was possibly 
not legal. 

Elba councilman Virgil 
Coleman commended Holley 
and said he wished more pol- 
iticians would take a stand on 
vital issues.

Safety Week 


Proclaimed 
In State 


October 3 - 9 is National 
School Bus Safety Week, and 
will be observed in Coffee 
County. 

Coffee County’s fleet of 35 
buses now serves six county 
schools, Approximately 2000 
students are bused to school 
each day, amounting to 38,000 
miles each month. 

Coffee County Transport- 
ation Supervisor Wayne Smith 
assures parents that school 
Officials are ‘‘concerned and 

. Tesponsible for the safety 
of your children from thetime 
they board their bus. . til they 
arrive at their assigned build- 
ing. . .andthen returnhome.’’ 

According to Smith, the 
school bus drivers in the 
county and the state are re- 
quired to have State School 
Bus Drivers License. Each 
driver must obtain 12 clock 
hours of training given by a 
State Transportation consul- 
tant, and six hours each year 
to remain qualified drivers. 

Smith also points out that 
school bus- safety programs 
are carried out in the schools 
to teach the children good 
Safety rules on the buses. He 
calls upon county citizens to 
observe bus safety on the 
highways this week, and at 
all times.

LICENSES EXPIRE 
IN OCTOBER 


The coming of October 
means it’s that time of the 
year again to reneW all li- 
censes. 

Coffee County Probate Judge 
James Sawyer has announced 
that all yearly licenses expire 
on Nov. 1, and that beginning 
Oct. 1 the Probate Office will 
be open from 8-5 on weekdays 
(including the noon hour) and 8- 
12 on Saturdays. 

Business licenses will be 
sold only during October, and 
those wishing to renew their 
license should bring their old 
license with them to the Pro- 
bate Office to speed up- the 
process. 

Hunting licenses will be 
$2.75 for the county, and $5.25 
for the state. Fishing li- 
censes are $3.25 for rod and 
reel and $1.25 for hook and 
line (outside the county). 

Life-time hunting and fishing 
licenses are available to those 
65 and over for only 25¢. 

Boat licenses are also due 
now, and are $4.50 for a boat 
up to 16 feet, and $6.50 for 
boats 10-26 feet.

County General Fund Again Broke 


The Coffee County Com- 
Missioners met in a regular 
session on Monday, September 
27, at the courthouse in Elba, 
and for. the first time in several 


weeks breezed through all mat- 


ters without controversy. 

The commission was in- 
formed that the State Highway 
Department had made applica- 
tions for grants to cover the 
costs of three (3) planned road 
construction projects in the 
county. 

The first project is the widen- 
ing of Highway 87 fromthe Pea 
Creek bridge to the Pike County 
line. The second project is the 
addition of two lanes on the 
Enterprise bypass (making it 
4-lane), while the final project 
is the widenjng of Highway 166 
near the stockyard. This pro- 
ject would widen the road 
(Curtis cut-off) to 24 feet past 
Kleinerts. 

The commissioners unan- 
imously voted to work with the 
Highway Department, but made 
a resolution to ask the Highway 
Director to widen Highway 84 
between Elba and Enterprise. 

County Tax Assessor Fred 
Donaldson was next to meet 
with the commission, and he 
informed the gathering that the 
Tax Assessment sheets had nat 
been received, and might not 
arrive until December 1. Don- 
ladson told the commissioners 
he would inform the public that 
they will not be able to sign 
their assessment sheets now, 
as is normally done. 

Mr. Bill Cathell met with 
the commission regarding the 
Senior Age Program. A quest- 
ion arose last week over the 
number of federally maintain- 
ed jobs and their locations. 
Cathell cleared up matters by 
informing the commission that 
a worker was moved from a 
job due to a personality con- 
flict, and promised to keep the 
commissioner informed about

A life-long resident of Ala- 
bama, he didn’t remember his 
mother and father, but he was 
named Charlie Porter by his

Uncle Charlie didn’t quite 
remember the year he moved 
to Elba, but some of the resi- 
dents like Judge J.O. English 
and Jess Blocker whoare very 
old, said Uncle Charlie was 
very old when they were child- 
ren. Uncle Charlie cherished 
his bible. 

He lived a simple life in a 
shack up Railroad Hill. A dirt 
road to the right going up the 
hill, you could see his simple 
house. He had no electricity 
and didn’t want any. He cooked 
on his fireplace with wood he 
gathered in the woods near 
his shack. He got a jug of 
water each day from the Elba 
Mowing well, near the Court- 
house in Elba. 

January 11, 1976, Uncle 
Charlie was found expired in 
his shack. He died as he had 
lived - quietly, in his long life 
Of happiness. The children 
and all loved Uncie Charlie, 
aad many cried when Uncle 
Charlie was gone. 

Danny Parker, the son of 
Ray Parker, who lives in 
Omaha, Nebraska, came down 
to see and talk with Uncle 
Charlie inthe summer of 
1975. When he heard Uncle 
Charlie bad died, he shed 
tears of love and admiration. 

A simple funeral and the 
Masons of Elba served as

; Two bids were read for 
ae resurfacing of approxi- 
mately 20 miles of roads inthe 
county. Hooper and McDonald 
of Andalusia won the contract 
with a low bid of $115,484.50 
The other bid came from B. 
EF. Williams Construction 
Company in Ozark, and it was 
for — 31,962.50. 

A representative of Hooper 
and McDonald told the com- 
mission the resurfacing would 
begin immediately. 

The County Engineer in- 
formed THE ELBA CLIPPER 
of the exact location of the 
resurfacing. The six areas for 
resurfacing are: (1) 3.75 miles 
of County Road 5 from the 
Kinston city limits to Alabama 
Highway 134; (2) 2.083 miles 
of Alabama 189 to Alabama 
141, North of Basin; (3) 4.462 
‘miles of County Road 42, (Ala. 
189 to Ala. 141) also known as 
the Packing House Road; (4 
-663 miles of County Road 5 
from Ala. 14] to the Crenshaw 
County Line; (5) 5.067 miles 
from Hwy. 87 to Ala. 189 
(through the Lee Community); 
and (6) 3.9 miles of County 
Road 25 between County Road 
79 and Victoria. 

Asst. County Engineer An- 
derson told the commission 
of three (3) minor areas of 
concern. The most important 
of these concerned a water 
problem at New Hope. A public 
water line which runs close to 
the roadway had apparently 
developed a leak and water 
was coming under the road, 
causing considerable damage 
to the surface of the road. Af- 
ter a brief discussion, the 
commission concluded the New 
Hope community was respon- 
sible for fixing the waterline, 
and the county responsible for 
maintenance of the roadway.

The golf course was 
within walking distance of 
home, so several neighbor- 
hood boys earned spending 
money “caddying” during warm 
weather,

invented yet and most golfing

their golf bags. Most of them 
were easy to tote and the more 
experienced caddies went two 


rounds with little difficulty. A 
round is 9 holes anda good golf- 
er can cover the course in about 
an hour and half. If two rounds 
were played, the golfer usually 
took a break after the first one 
and had a snack or a coke at 
the clubhouse, 

A caddy-master was hired 
by the club officials to assign 
caddies to the golfers. If one 
knew the caddy-master, “the 
good golfers weregiventohim. 
Otherwise, one might draw 
what we called a “dub” or a 
“duffer” - tobe precise. This 
was a player who took a long 
time to play the course and he 
(Or she) hit the balls in the 
rough or in the creeks and 
trees. A good caddy always 
kept his eye onthe ball and if 
it were hit in the water, he 
would wade barefooted to find 
it 


Some balls were lost and 
on slow days a popular past- 
ime was wading the creeks or 
the rough searching for them. 
Good ones could be sold for 
25¢ and extra spending money 
was often earned this way 

Occasionally the more am- 
bitious boys caddied for two 
golfers earning more money 
I did this frequently and often 
earned $10 a day 

At least once a year, the 
Management of the golf club 
Sponsored a caddy tournament 
in which the boys could play 
the course. Uusally only the 
older caddies participated and 
the event was enjoyed by all 

Most of the boys were re- 
luctant to caddy for women 
golfers but all of them were 
asSigned the taskatsometime 

Chasing balls or “shagging” 
them was another way to earn 
money, The golfer picked up a 
bucket of golf balls at the club 
house and practiced his drive 
while the caddy chased the ball 

All too soon we grew up and
